BERLIN TENSION 


In Lusitania Case Evidently is Les- 


sening—Press Comment.

Berlin, via London, Feb. 5—There 


are no developments here today in 
the Lusitania case while news is be- 
ing awaited from Washington. 


With regard to the proposals of 


Secretary Lansing on the subject of

Press is authoritively informed that 
they have not so far been submitted 
to Germany. 
The tension created by the latest 


developments in the Lusitania case 
evidently is lessening. 
Most of the 


afternoon papers do not discuss the 
situation today. The Kreuz Zeitung, 
however, says it is necessary to em- 
phasize the reasons which should in- 
fluence Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg in deciding not to meet the 
demands of the United States and 
adds: 
"The chancellor will have to ask 


what America means by again sud- 
denly raising the question 
of 
the 


general principals involved in the 
Lusitania affair and demanding that 
we adopt a position completely at 
variance with the one we took, clear- 
ly and without ambiguity, six months 
ago. Me will have to decide whether 
this action by America does not re- 
flect intentions which coirid not be 
removed 
by concessions, however 


great, on our part, but could be met 
only by firm resolutions. 


"The chancellor will have to con- 


sider whether it would not make our 
allies, our enemies and neutrals an 
impression of weakness by no means 
justified by our successes and mili- 
tary position to abandon our former 
standpoint and make a confession of 
having acted contrary to internation- 
al jaw—a confession which would be 
used at times to prove the slanders 
which have been heaped upon us. 


"The chancellor in particular will 


have to examine the question wheth- 
er if we should comply with the new 
American demands, we would 
not 


thereby allow our hands to be bound 
in the struggle 
for 
existence by 


abandoning a means of warfare, 
which, resting on technical superior- 
ity might contribute substantially to 
forcing our enemies to yield." 


In conclusion the Kreuz Zeitung 


says: 
"There cannot be the 
slightest 


doubt that the government and peo- 
ple clearly recognize the limits to 
our concessions.j»to America which 
are imposed by military necessities 
and the dignity of the German em- 
pire. Our resolution that under no 
circumstances shall these limits be 
overstepped would not be weakened 
if the course of events in* the last 
eighteen- months had not brought 
one political or military success after 
another and bettered Germany's posi- 
tion in the struggle against over- 
whelming odds."

been possible. 


In addition to this service, one of 


the circles of the King's Daughters 
has received, classified, and prepar- 
ed for use the clothing which has 
been donated. 
1,000 articles of 


clothing of all sorts has been receiv- 
ed, and so far as they would meet 
the need of applicants, have been 
distributed as they were called for. 
This form of relief 
has proved in 


many instances to be 
much 
more 


valuable than a grocery order, or a 
ton cf coal. Many men with this 
form of aid have been enabled to 
continue their work out in the cold 
and provide food and fuel for their 
Tamily, where without it they would 
have lost their job. Many cases of 
sickness also 
have 
been relieved 


through the protection 
of 
under- 


wear and warm foot wear, and other 
lothing. Our most urgent need at 
the present time, is for clothing of 
this sort. 


This office stands as a center of 


friendly help and advice, where the 
Ooor, who are 
without 
influential 


friends, may come with any trouble 
or grievance and be sure of sympa- 
thetic attention and 
consideration. 


1837 persons have come to this of- 
fice in the past year and have receiv- 
d some sort of 
relief 
for 
their 


needs. 
It may have been 
in

orm of material aid or it may have 
been advice showing them the way 
out of their trouble. And one of the 
principals of such service is to dis- 
cover the real needs of the applicant 
and to help him to develop and util- 
ze his own resources.

First Steam Press. 


On Nov. 29, 1814, a newspaper for

So on tbe 
morning of Nov. SI) tbe leading article 
of tbe Times announced to Its reader* 
that they beld In their bands that day

Berlin, January 20.—Questions ot 


the validity of soldiers' wills, gener- 
ally made in the field and often in 
the form of letters home, have given 
the civil courts some hard nuts to 
crack. 
In more than one case the 


perfectly patent intention of the de- 
visor has had to be ignored because 
he did not know how to draw up a 
binding document. 


Two such cases have just 
been 


passed upon, and the verdicts have 
been opposed to each other through 
sheer accident. 
The first is that of 


a 
soldier 
who 
wrote 
from 
the 


trenches of Prance to his fiancee tell- 
ing her that if he should 
fall 
he 


wanted her to have one-half of his 
property. He sent a second letter to 
her parents which he signed "Your 
son Fritz." 
The first was signed 


"Your true Fritz." 


By accident rather than by design 


he wrote out in one of the letters hi» 
full name and address to indicate 
how letters to him should be made 
out 
The court held that this acci- 


dental insertion of the full name 
legally established the identity of the 
testator, as his signature did not, 
and therefore upheld the validity of 
the letter will. 


A similar case went the other way 


because the letter was signed only 
by a Christian name. A mother sued 
in behalf of her daughter for half 
of a fallen soldier's estate, on the 
basis of a letter signed only "Hein- 
rich," and not dated from any defi- 
nite place. Though there seemed to 
be no moral doubt of Heinrich's in- 
tentions, the court ruled against his 
fiancee.

This is Held to Be Necessary to In- 


sure a Normal Crop During 


the Coming Year.

Berlin, Jan. 20.—An increase in 


the maximum wholesale price of 
sugar beets from 35 pfennings per 
hundred-weight to 1.35 or even 1.50 
is held to be necessary if production 
is to be encouraged sufficiently to 
insure a normal crop in 1916. Rep- 
resentatives of the sugar industry, 
and 
the 
agriculture 
in general, 


gathered recently in 
the 
ministry 


of the interior to discuss the sugar 
beet problem. According to the best 
obtainable estimates, the 1916 sugar 
production from the beet crop will 
total only 30 million hundred-weight 
as against a normal production of 
from 50 to 50 hundred-weight. 


The reason for the decreased pro- 


duction lies primarily in the high 
price of grain. Farmers 
find It 


more profitable to plant their farms 
to wheat than to beets because the 
wheat brings them higher prices. 
Therefore, if beets are to be grown 
again, the prices for them must be 
increased. Many of the sugar repre- 
sentatives pleaded for a maximum 
price at 1.60 marks or even 2 marks 
per hundred-weight 
It was pointed 


out that the cost of labor has great- 
ly increased and that 
many 
other 


fixed charges that enter 
into 
tbe 


production of 
sugar 
from 
beets 


have gone up. 
The 
majority Of 


those present at the meeting how- 
ever agreed that a maximum price 
of 1.50 was sufficient to induce in- 
creased planting of sugar beets, to a 
point whereby about 40 million hun- 
dred-weight would be raised in all 
probability. This new price, it is 
proposed, will become effective Sept. 
1, 1916, or before the 
crop 
is 


harvested. 
The 40 million hundred- 


weight it is believed will be amply 
sufficient 
for 
all 
of 
Germany's 


needs. 
The proposed increase in the price 


of sugar beets will cause a corres- 
ponding increase in the price of raw 
sugar. It now is controlled 
by a 


maximum price of 12 marks 
per 


hundred-weight, and will go up to 
at least 15 marks.
